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FROM THE HEAD WATERS OF THE 

. AMAZON. 

The BuLLetts has received a letter from 

Dan McDonald,a former resident of Edmon- 
ton, who went to Chili, South America, 
come years ago, just before the outbreak of 
the war there,at a time when extensive rail- 
road construction was in prospect. His 
present letter is dated Attacoma, May 15th 
and comes by way of La Paz, Bolivia. Mr. 
McDonald says: ‘‘I am on one of the head 
waters of the Amazon. To reach this place 
takes four days by train, three days by stage 
and threedays by mules from Paz. I 
used to think that the Rocky mountains 
were rough, but they are no comparison to 
those here. The people here are Indians I 
get along With them very well. Iam get- 
ting down into the gum (India rubber) 
country. The gum business is better than 
gold mining. A man who will rustle 
amongst the trees can make from $10 to $15 
aday. But itis quitea job to get here. 
Steamers come up the Plate river for the 
eum. I am with a German who has a 
quinine plantation of 50,000 trees. He 
wants me to go in with him in —_ planta- 
tion as the wild gum trees are being killed 
off in large numbers every year. Planta- 
tion trees may be tapped after the fifth year 
and if proper care is used they will become 
richer every year. There is lots of all kinds 
of fruit here. There does not seem to be 
any particular season. Some of the fruit is 
ripe and some in bloom on the same tree 
and it is the same with grain. I have tried 
on some of the rivers for gold, but got none 
as vet. The winter is coming on now but 
there is no difference between it and your 
summer. It is very hot here now. My 
best respects to all Edmonton people.
